THE PETITON OF THE UNDERSIGNED 
SCHOOL TRUSTEES AND RESIDENT RATE- 


PAYERS IN THE MOOSE JAW SCHOOL 
DISTRICTS, HUMBLY SHOWETH :— 


“That during the last year fio cir- 
culars have been addressed to all 
School Boards in the North West by 
his Hon. Lieutenant Governor Royal 
re. curtailment of School Grants in 
the North West, in the last of which 
they are especially warned, that a_re- 
duction of the Dominion Grant to the 
North West is so imminent that final 
financial arrangements should be post- 
poned, and teachers rot hired for more 
than six months, etc., until after the 
forthceming Session of Parliament and 
the views of the Dominion Government 
shall be ascertained.” 

Therefore, your petitioners humbly, | 
but earnestly, represent :—- | 

“That our North West School Ordin- 
ance in so far as its fixancial clanses are 
concerned is\admirably alapted to our 
peculiar circu:nstances, and solves ina 
remarkably effective manner, the difli- 
culties surrounding the educational in- 
terests of the North West. Ditlicul- 
ties arising or due, in part to tl:o spar- 
sity of settiement and uncertainty and 
severity of our winter climate ; but in 
a greater degree to the fact that more 
than one-half of the land is exempt 
from taxation, and likely to continue 
to we exempt for many years to come. 
A state of things which demands a 
much larger proportionate Teachers’ 
grant for our schools, than is _neces- 
sary in the Eastern Provinces. 

That as a further result of sparsity of 
settlement and of more than one-half 
of the land being exempt from taxation, 
our school districts are much larger 
than the average school districts in the 
East, being five miles square; 
and that partly in consequence of 
the longer distances necessary to be 
travelled by our scholars, the uncer | 
tainty and severity of our winters, and 
lack of shelter on the open prairie, | 
our schools '\ave practically been closed | 
during the winter months, or nearly 
one-half of the year. i 

That the experience of about seven 
years of our school system, has pain- 
fully demonstrated, that children at- 
tending school in the summer and aut- ; 
umn months only, can not acquire dur. 
ing the ordinary school years an edu- | 
cation sufficently liberal to fit them ! 
to battle successfully with the problems 
and duties of modern life. 

That the situation is aggravated by 
the fact, also becoming apparent, that 

teachers cannot afford to remain 
in the rura! districts of the North West 
in consequence of being only employed 
a little more than one-half of the year. | 

That our school system as at present | 
carried on is proving itself as infiect- | 
ive to accomplish its beneficient pur- | 
poses and ends, as a wagon with | 
three wheels with the axle of the fourth | 
trailing on the ground, is unsuited for 
ordinary hauling purposes. 

That the defects of our school system 
have so manifested themselves to our 
Boards of Education, School Inspec- 
ters, Trustees, Parents and Guardians, 
that the North West Legislative As- 
sembly has and added an amend- 
ment to our School Ordinance at its 
last Session, empowering trustees to 
erect and maintain stables in connec- 
tion with our schools, that children 
may be driven to and from school, thus 
creating and adding to North West 
school expenses new, troublesome and 
costly burdens, entirely unknown in 
the Eastern Provinces or older count- 
res. 

That in addition to the above, we 
would draw your attention to the mark- 
ed contrast setween the cost of Pioneer 
School Houses in the Eastern Province 


a — 
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| approaching Session of Parliament, and 


and Western Prairies. Whereas in 
the east the foundation, walls, roof, 
floor, seats, etc., of their pioneer school- 
houses, in fact almost everything ex- 
cept the windows and desks (as many 
yet living can testify) were furnished 
gratis by volunteer labor from the sur- 
rounding forest, while the cost on the 
prairie reaches far into the hundreds, 
and is so much beyond our present 
circumstances, that an assessment 
is usually levied and fixed for ten years 
to meet the cost of our pioneer schools, 
on ail taxable propeity within the 
school districts, besides that ze 


salaries range higher than in the East, 
and water and fvel amount to a con- 
siderable item in current expenditures. 


That while our best thanks are due 
and are hereby unstintedly given to his 
Honor Governor Royal for his prompt 
action (in response te representations 


|made by trustees) in pressing our 


claims last year, for 2 supplementary 
grant of $30,000 and in an_ especial 
manner to the Honorable Minister of 
Finance for recommending, and to the 
Dominion Government for granting it. 
We would earnestly represent :—“That 
all the circumstances surrounding the 
North West educational problem, point 
to the necessity of an increase, rather 
than toa reduction of the Dominion 
Grant to North West Schools.” 

And your petitioners humbly, Lut 
hopefully pray, that you shall thus re- 
present the matter tothe Right Honor- 
able Sir John A. Macdonald and his 
Cabinet, and that the well known high 
esteem with which you regard Teachers’ 
and education, shall weigh with you, in 
conjunction with the reasonableness and 
justice and high National importance 
of our request to lend the influence of 
your exalted name and commanding 
position as Minister of Finance, to 
secure a favorable answer to our peti- 
tion.

Laws, are entitled tv, and should re- | 
ceive a Second Homstead entry, or in) 
lieu thereofa just and satisfactory | 


equivalent ina rsduction of their pre- 


emption payments. 


With regard to your answer to our 
third request, viz :—“That we be grant- 
ed a release of onr obligation te pay 
interest on our ptions for three 
years, and a reduction of interest from 
six to four per cent. per annum.” We 
would remind you, that we based our 
request on the promisesmade by thelate 
lamented Hon. Thos. White, while on 
his tour ‘of ini ion in the North 
West, in the fail of 1885, tothe effect 
that sensible relief would be granted 
North West settlers ; and which prom-

cost in three equal annual instalments. 
That this measure of relief although 
universally regarded as disappointingly 
small and inadequate, was rendered 
practically null and void, by the eondi- 
tions attachedthereto as above stated. 
Because tke total failure of the crop of 
1886, following themore than partial fail- 
ures of the three preceding years, ren- 
dered impossible the payment of the 
first installment due in tie fall of 1887, 
and thus the opportunity of paying for 
our pre-emptions without interest was 
lost to the vast majority of settlers. 
The net result being that a very few 
who were rich, and not in need, receiv- 
ed the benefit, while the many who 
were poor recSived none. And thus 
the benignant purpose of the Govern- 
ment to help the poor settler came to 
naught, and the promise of the late 
Jamented Hon. Thos. White, remains 
practicaliy unfulfilled. 


In this connection we would urge 
as an additional reason why a releaseof 
three years interest,ete.,should be grant- 
ed, viz :—“That the cost attendant on 
pioneer settlement inthe North West 


exceeded ihe cost entailed on later |: 


settlers, by an amount in excess, or 
more than the whole price of pre-emp- 
tions, through the high cost of transit, 
provisions, lumber, seed, farm imple- 
ments, ete., or in other words, had the 
pioneers got their preemptions for 
nothing, they would still have expend- 
ed more money than later settlers, 
though required to pay for their pre- 
emptions in full. 

And in addition to the foregoing we 
particularly draw your attention to 
the subjoined letter, “true copy.”

But before they can do so their 
pre-emptions shal! be homesteaded by 
others similarly situated as themselves, 
thus leaving all such settlers no alter- 
native “if within the R. R. belts as 
nearly all settlers will be for many 
yetrs to come,” but to purchase part of 
an adjoining section from the C. P. R. 
other R. R. Co’s., or land speculators. 
That the present average price of R.R. 
land is about double the price of the 
Government pre-emptions. ‘That the 
above change will greatly  in- 
crease the demand for odd sections and 
will inevitably largely increase the 
price. That settlers will consequently 
have to pay from $700 to $1,000 or 
more for their pre-emptions, instead of 
$100.00 as at present. 

2nd. That besides the loss to the settlers, 
every pre-emption homesteaded shaik 
be an average loss in principal and in- 
terest to the Dominion Government of 
about $50),00, leaving little or no in- 
come to the Dominion Government 
from millions of acres within the R. 
R. belts.

dollars, willas a result of the said 
change of policy be removed from the. 
country,and yet not go into the Demin- 
ion Treasury, causing a contraction in 
circulation of money in the North West 
that will be as perinanent as injurious, 
seriously if not dcisastrously affecting 
every department of trade and com- 
merce, hurtful alike to the business 
man, the mechanic, and tae labourer, 
in addition to the excessive burdens it 


will entail on the farming community - 
already too heavily handicapped,and on
